fhe election campaign opened 
early, in the bid for the three 
incumbent Seats on the city coun- 
cil, Two incumbents , James 
Christensen and Max Hawkins 
have taken out their papers but 
have not filed as yet, ihe 
third incumbent, Zella Stone, is 
still undecided, 

On the first day of filing, Wed- 
nesday, Jan, 28, Hal Balin, an at- 
torney, Was waiting with his back- 
ers for Dee Carpenter, city clerk, 
to open her office at 8 a.m, 80 he 
could get his papers, have them 
signed and file them, This he did 
in the matter of about 15 minures 
and then made his first campaign 
speech, 

“It is very clear that the city 
is on the threshold of growth, Our 
population will double in the next 
10 years and the taxpayers are 
already overburdened, This 
growth period needs new leader- 
Ship on the city council and in 
city government, There is a lack 
of communications between the 
people and city hall, 

“Virtually nothing has been 
done in the area of juvenile de- 
linquency or the narcotics prob- 
lem or for the senior citizen, 
for that matter, We need crea- 
tive action, and we need it now,” 
he said, 

Bailin, 39, resides at 300 W, 
22nd Street with his wife Joan and 
three daughters, He is an attor- 
ney at law, partner in the West 
End law firm of Covington and 
Crowe with offices in Ontario, 

He is a native Californian and 


has lived in the area since 1956, 
He graduated from Santa Monica 
schools, received a BA from UC- 
LA in 1953 and completed his 
legal training at the University 
California School of Law, 
Berkeley, in 1955, 


Balin has been active in the 
Chamber of Commerce, has 
served aS president and on the 
board of directors, He was named 
Outstanding Young Man of the 
Year for 1965 by the Jaycees 
and he was president of that 
organization twice, He also be- 
longs to many professional or- 
ganizations, 

Heading his campaign will be 
John James, Others who will 
Serve on his campaign and were 
Signers of his papers are Don 
Dean, George Cassell, Mrs, 
Jean Doody, bon Brownell, Bob 
Sherwood, Mrs, Delia Segovia, 
Mrs, Louise Accomazzo and 
Keith Larrick Jr, 


Other potential candidates who 
have taken out papers but have 
not filed them yet are James 
Christensen, and Max Hawkins, 
both incumbents, who have served 
two four-year terms, Ralph 
Douglas who ran for council in 
1968 has also taken out papers, 


Deadline for filing is Thurs- 
day, Feb, 19, at noon, and the 
election is Tuesday, Apr, 14, 

A new note of interest has 
crept into the campaigns this 
year with the new state law re- 
quiring candidates to file a dis- 


closure of financial interest, 

This has to be done within i0 
days after the candidate has filed, 
He must list investments in any 
corporation or business subject 
to regulation by any state or lo- 
cal public agency, 


Candidates who wish to have 
Statements of qualifications sent 
out with ballot notices have to 
bear the cost of them, This action 
was voted by the city council re- 
cenuly, The cost is $75, 


Applicants for absentee ballots 
have to apply at the city clerk’s 
office located on Second Avenue 
and ““D" Street betrweer Mon- 
day, March 16, and Tuesday, Ap- 
ril 7, Thursday, April 9, is the 
last day to file withthe City Clerk 
a declaration to be a write-in 
candidate, 


Election day is Tuesday, Apr, 
14, and the polls will be open from 
7 am, to 8 ppm, 


A canvass of returns will be 
held on Tuesday, Apr, 21, when 
the city council shall meet and 
conduct a canvass of returns 
which have already been verified 
by the city clerk, This is thetime 
when the new councilmen start 
their terms, 


In addition to the council seats, 
the elected mayor issue will be on 
the ballot this year, If it passes, 
then in 1972, along withtwo coun- 
cil seats, the people may file for 
this post, thus leaving one coun- 
cil and one mayor's seat,

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. Water rate taps taxpayers 


Water rates in the city will 
go up 15 cents March l, The 
action was taken by the city 
council at its meeting Monday 
night after Elwin Alder, city 
manager, made a report to the 
council on the need for the raise, 

He presented charts that 
showed the city hasn’t increased 
its rates for seven years and 
with the raise, the rates in the 
city will still be the lowes: rate 
in the West End, 

The rate will go from $1.60 
to $1.75 for the first 500 cubic 
feet which is the minimum and 
then will be 18 cents for each 
100 cubic feet instead of the 
present 15 cents. There will 
be a rise in the installation of 
meters and meter rentals, 
need for more money for capital 
improvements and to purchase 
water stock, Improvements in- 
clude pipes, pumps, water mains 
and other items necessary for 
dispensing water, The stock in- 
cludes some shares in Tioga, 
West End Water Co,, and San 
Antonio Water Co, 

Because of being able to buy 
water stock, the city has main- 
tained its own water system and

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School budget math 
multiplies confusion

A handful of citizens attempted 
to understand the Upland City 
school District's budget at the 
first meeting of a newly formed 
citizens’ committee, The com- 
mittee gatoered iast week at the 
school district to undertake a 
Study of the district's financial 
peril and ended up seeing govern- 
mental red tape in action, 

The basic formula of the budget 
is that first the state and federal 
governments give you money and 
then think up ways to get it away 
from you, but still expecting you 
to run the school district on the 
same amount of money they al- 
lotted to you before deductions, 

lt i8 much like saying to your 
wife, here is $50 for your clothes 
fund, but I’m charging you $25 
for a fur coat tax and $10 for 
Shoe storage, and the rea of 
the money is yours, 


When she attempts to tell you 
that she’s short about $35, and 
an’ t possibly yet along on the 
remaining money, you raise your 
husbandly voice and declare you 
gave her $50 and what's the mate 
ter that she can't see that? Tears 
only bring an adamant declara- 
tion that $50 is $50 and don’t 
bother you anymore about it, 

Ernest Kirkland, assistant su- 
perintendent, business, told the 
iudience that the school budget 
was Complicated and was based 
nm state formulas that were very 
complex, 


He said that there were three 
ources of income for the dis- 
rict: local taxation, 48%, state, 
49.4%, and federal 1,10%, And

The state’s main emphasis 
is on 4 formula called Average 
Daily Attendance (ADA), which 
runs about $355 per pupil, This 
means a district must keep a 
running account of pupils who 
are in school every day and the 
actual school enroilment figure 


Now begins the ‘‘take away,” 
if you are not a unified district, 
then money is deducted, If you 
get Stipplemental aid, you di- 
vide the number of pupils and 
Subtract $12,500, You then use 
a Collier factor and subtract 
the number of pupils from the 
ADA and multiply by the ADA 
formula of $355, 


If you have a number of stu- 
dents riding the bus, then you 
recelve some money, and if you 
are lucky, then you get $750 for 
property tax exemptions, he said, 


Now the federal programs are 
worse, because they initiate a 
program, fund it wholly the firet 
year, tell you to sell it to the 
people and then run out, Kirke

Our Man In Washington

WASHINGTON - Even if the Lord himself were nominated for the 
U.S, Supreme Court he would be investigated thoroughly, subjected 
to endless questioning, and still run the risk of rejection - particulary 
if he had any ting@ of southern background, 


That paraphrases what a senator told this reporter in discussing 
President Nixon’s new nominee to the court, Judge G. Harrold 
Carswell, A little strong, perhaps, but with just enough truth to lend 
some credence, 


Some senators maintain that it was strictly geography that brought 
rejection of the president’s last nominee to the court, Judge Clement 
Hayneaworth of South Carolina, 


No doubt Judge Carawell will be opposed by some simply because 
he has a southern background, excuse enough for many northern and 
eastern liberal senators, The National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People has already asked the Senate to reject the nomination, 


APPARENTLY, CARSWELL will not face the criticism that Judge 
Haynesworth did in connection with financial dealings and alleged 
adverse union decisions, But already, segregationist statements by 
Carawell made 22 years ago are being used against him. 


The unofficial word on Capitol Hill is that it will take more than this 
to bring rejection by the Senate, Some Republican senators who voted 
against Hayneaworth’s nomination are anxious to get back in the good 
graces of President Nixon, And also, both Republicans and Democrats 
who opposed Haynesworth are still feeling some heat from constituents, 


Of the senators queried by this reporter, the majority said they 
would await the results of the Senate Judiciary Committee which must 
first pass on the nomination before making a comment. A few in- 
dicated strongly they would favor confirmation, and none said they would 
Oppose it, 


An indication of sentiment at this time might be found in siaie- 
ments by Sens, John McClellan of Arkansas and John Tower of Texas, 
and Sens, Alan Bible and Howard Cannon of Nevada, 


SENATOR BIBLE said he intends to vote for conformation, He 
added that the only thing that might change his mind was that if some- 
thing of a “conflict of interest”’ nature developed in the Judiciary 
Committee hearings. 


“I am impressed with the judge’s judicial background, particularly 
the fact that he was once a trial judge,”” Bible said, 


Cannon said he would “not oppose” the nomination provided “no 
ethical considerations were brought out that might “cast doubt on the 
judge’s propriety.’” Both Cannon and Bible voted against the Haynes- 
worth nomination, 


Sen, McClellan, a member of the Judiciary Committee, said Judge 
Carewell is “a capable jurist who has the right philosophy, adding 
that he knew of no reason why he would not vote for confirmation, 


SEN, TOWER said he was confident the president had nominated 
*‘an eminent jurist of impeccable background,” that the nomination 
appeared “consistent with the president’s pledge” to bring more 
balance to the court, and that he expects to support the nomination. 


Sens, Tower and McClellan, Republican and Democrat respectively, 
not only voted for the Haynesworth confirmation but both gave strong 
supporting speeches from the floor of the Senate. 


Sen, Stuart Symington of Missouri said he “almost always” votes 
to confirm presidential nominees but would await the hearing results 
before deciding in the Carswell case, He voted against Haynesworth, as 
did Missouri’s other senator, Thomas E agleton who was one of the most 
ardent Opponents, 


Others withholdi comment until after the Judiciary Committee 
hearings were Sen, J.W, Fulbright of Arkansas, Sens, Henry Bellmon 
and Fred Harris of Oklahoma, Sens. Warren uson and Henry 
Jackson of Washington, Sen, Alan Cranston of Cal ia, Sen, Ralph 
Yarborough of Texas, and Sen. Daniel Inouye of Hawaii, 


THE VACANCY on the high court was created last summer with 
the resignation of Justice Abe Fortas, One of the major planks in 
Nixon’s Commpaiga platform was to name conservatives to the court 
to provide balance to the liberal justices,

The state Board of Education has placed a strange requirement on 
local school boards. The requirement involves racial and ethnic 
balance, 


Letters from the state superintendent of public instruction have gone 
out to local school districts directing them to send back to the state 
the local districts’ plans for correcting the “‘imbalance”’ if such 
imbalance exists. 


What constitutes this imbalance? Well, as defined by the state, it 
means that the enrollment of a particular minority group at a given 
scheol can’t vary more than 15 per cent from the district-wide en- 
rollment of that group. 


How are the minority groups counted? 


Well, it depends, according to the state board of education, on which 
minority group is under discussion, If Chicanos are the pupils who are 
being “‘counted’’, their number is determined only by the number of 
ponercg Surnames in the local school district and at the individual 
school, 


And in the case of “Spanish surnames’’, Chicano youngsters 
identified by name only, not by appearance or other physical character- 
istics, 


In the case of identifying Negro youngsters, the only criterion used 
is appearance, 


Some local school boards are questioning the identification rules 
that have been laid down by the state, Also coming under criticism is 
the short notice the boards have received, One school board received 
the notice Dec, 12 of last year, although a plan for correcting the 
a had to be submitted to Sacramento barely one month 
ater, 


The presumption is that if too high a percentage of children of 
either Mexican-American or black families attends a particular 
school, the local district will have to do something about it, 


In this case, the state, which previously has set guidelines for class 
size and other educational criteria, isn’t making any recommendations 
of how local school officials are supposed to correct the imbalance, 


Another question, and one that is most important, is why such 
racial and ethnic counts have to be made at all. 


It is a very legitimate concern of school officials, whether in Row- 
land Heights or Cucamonga or Sacramento or Washington, D.C., that 
children be educated as well as possible and in schools that aren’t 
automatically closed to children of a particular racial or ethnic 
minority, 


In some cases, parent groups or other local organizations have found 
some aspects of the curriculum or teacher attitudes not to their liking 
and have made local school administrators take a look at the situation 
and do something about it. 


But some districts, which have hadno suchcriticism, still are being 
forced to juggle the school enrollments; whether it will be by busing, 
or merely redrawing school boundaries remains to be seen. 


And it’s all being done solely out of a concern for numbers, Let’s 
hope Sacramento will start worrying more about the individual 
ae gy We shouldn’t worry about numbers, We should worry 
about kids,

Glowing prophecies have been made of the changes that will take 
place during the next decade. Technology will advance so rapidly, it is 
said, that “experience will be obsolescent.””

(Eds, nowe; Mrs, E,J, Dahl- 
atrom, former Regent of the 
San Antonio Chapter, Daughters 
of American Revolution and long 
time reaident of the area, moved 
last spring to Humacao, Puerto 
Rico, where her husband is In 
charge of starting an electronic 
assembly corporation under 

‘Fomonto” (operation Boot- 
atrap). He is factory manager 
and ehe is in charge of the of- 
fice. They expect to return to 
the area when the project is 
finished, She has written to us 
of the country and its people and 
this is the third and last in- 
stallment. 


The people are very friendly 
and a great many of them speak 
very fluent English, We have 
three or four come in every 
day to apply for work, both men 
and women, many of them have 
returned from Chicago, New York 
and New Jersey, even after 10 
to 15 years, Mont ot their rea- 
Bona are, “they didn’t like the 
cold climate on the continent, 


I talked with a policeman the 
other day who had returned after 
three years on the continent, He 
has three children and they were 
always sick in the winter so the 
doctor told him to bring them 
back to Puerto Rico -- | guess 
they find it just as difficult to 
adjust to our cooler dryer cli- 
mate aa we do to the humidity, 
The 80 to 85 degree temperature 
fan’t bad, it's that 80 to 90% 
humidity ‘that leaves you like a 
limp rag in no time, 


There are loads of Little vil- 
lages scattered all over the is- 
» ome of them may contain 
less than 100 people and fre- 
_ ntly they are all related, 
ortly after we arrived, I saw 

a funeral procession very much 
as you might see in some native 
tribe in deepest Africa, | would 
@ay that about the only difference 
Was that the body was being borne 
away in a modern hearse covered 
with flowers, This was going 
down “CARRA 3” (State Road #3) 
with at least 100 people walking 
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beside and behind, with as many 
as could touching the vehicle 
that carried their loved one, I 
Was a very touching and impres- 
give sight, I have seen several 
since that time, even in San Juan, 
the only difference is that in San 
Juan they all ride in cars (maybe 
even 100 cars) but the procession 
is just as long and just as slow, 


Another sight that is different 
than we are used to and I wonder 
how our women who love to spend 
the whole day shopping would 
manage, is to buy your yardage 
for making dresses, curtains,, 
etc,, from a vendor that comes 
by once a month with bolts and 
bolts of yardage in a van or panel 
truck, I have seen this vendor 
in a number of the Little vil- 
lages around and I suppose he 
does quite well as a lot of people 
dO not have cars, even though 
this is hard to believe if you are 
by chance in Humacao when the 
factories let out around four 
each day, 


The L.A, freeways have nothing 
on them, or for that matter on 
any street or freeway within 25 
miles of San Juan from 6 to 9 
a.m, or 4 to 7 ppm, Traffic 
here is no different than any- 
where else in the world, Anoth- 
er vendor we see is the man 
with his cart close to the school 
every morning and evening be- 
fore school and when school is 
let out, This cart is loaded 
with all sorts of school supplies, 
notebooks, pencils, paper, eras- 
ers, etc,, and the youngsters 
are picking up what they will 
need, 


Living in Puerto Rico is truly 
an experience, one that we shall 
never forget and one that we are 
glad we have had, [It is some-

A Victory Over 
Birth Defects 


The Camp family knew 
about birth defects lon 
before their son, David, 
was born, Although they 
had four healthy daugh- 
tera, the life of one of 
their nephews had been 
Claimed by 4 hereditary 
disease seven years ear- 
lier, 

Every father wants a 
son, but Mr, Camp knew 
that his nephew’s iliness 
had been “‘sex-linked’’ .. 
that is, giris carry the 
gene, but boys get the ill- 
ness and that if his 
wife bore a son, he would 
run a 50-50 chance of be- 
ing afflicted, 

When David was born on 
March 19, 1968 in Wal- 
lingford, Conn,, his par- 
ents and doctor were on 
the alert, At first David 
seemed a fine, healthy- 
looking 7 ib, 10 oz, baby, 
But Dr, Jerome L’Heu- 
reux did not relax, He 
knew that if David were 
suffering from the same 
condition as his cousin 
the signs might not show 
up initially, 

Three months later, the 
insidious lliness was dis- 
covered in laboratory 
tests, As feared, the diag- 
nosis was s@ex-linked 
lymphopenic immunolo- 
gic deficiency, 

The prognosis was not 
good, 

YEARS OF RESEARCH 

Agammaglobulin- 
emia (AGG) was firat de- 
scribed in 1953, David's 
body lacked the normal 
defense system which 
helps us fight infections, 
Even a mild childhood 
illness could cause his 
death because of the de- 
ficiency in his ability to 
produce antibodies, 

As far as Dr, L’Heu- 
reux knew, nothing ef- 
fective cauld be done for 
David, 

But when he consulted 
with his colleagues about 
the case, one called his 
attention to the AGG re- 
Search work of Dr, Ro- 
bert A, Good at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, 

He contacted Dr, Good 
and initiated a string of 
events that led tothe first 
Successful bone marrow 
transplant in history -- 
giving life to one little 
boy, andnope to others 


Dr, Good ig one of the 
many researchers whose 
work ig supported by 

rants from the National 
oundation - March of 
Dimes, A professor of 
pediatrics and microbiol- 
Ogy at the Universiry of 
Minnesota, he has been 
a National Foundation 
gramee since 1960, 

He and his associates 
have been conducting a 
variety of research pro- 
jects related to birth de- 
fects of the immunity sys- 
ter and bodily defenses, 
Dr, Good wanted totrans- 
plant healthy bone mar- 
row into patients with 
such defects in order to 
reconstitute their immu- 
nologic systems, 

Other investigators had 
considered this line of 
treatment, but previous 
attempts at transplanta- 
tion had failed because 
of overwhelming, and ul- 
timately fatal graft 
vs, host reactions, 


MIRACLE 

IN MINNEAPOLIS 

This is where previous 
attempts had failed and 
where Dr, Good and his 
associates succeeded, 

By August 1968, the en- 
tire Camp family had 
journeyed to the March 
of Dimes Birth Defects 
Research Center in Min- 
neapolis, 

After extensive testing 
of David’s four sisters, 
nine-year-old Doreen 
was chosen as the donor, 
On August 24, the trans- 
plant was performed, 
About two ounces of mar- 
row was withdrawn 
through a hollow needle 
from Doreen’s hipbone 
and injected into David's 
abdominal cavity, 

On September 2, Labor 
Day, David began to take 
a turn for the worse, But 
after an initial bout with 
the dreaded GVH reac- 
tion, his symptoms sub- 
sided and the donor cells 
Seemed to take hold, A 
second transplant was re- 
quired in November and 
David began to improve 
dramatically, 

Christmas 1969 was a 
very merry one for the 
Camp family, David was 
home again -- a healthy 
little boy,

This was based on the 
idea that such a license 
was considered to be 
“‘mutilated’’ for the pur- 
pose of adding new in- 
formation,

ure of plasticizing the 
license is not illegal 
under the law and is, in 
fact, beneficial in pre- 
serving the license, 

Identification cards, 
issued by the Department 
are issued encased in 
plastic and such proced- 
ure is authorized by the 
Vehicle Code, 

The new policy of the 
Department is to issue 
Form DL-43 for attach- 
ment to a plasticized li- 
cense whenever a change 
of address is reported, 

This procedure elimi- 
nates a Change of address 
the necessity of apply- 
ing for a duplicate 
license,

Humans 
have 
halos 


All of us humans have 
real halos, 

Not shining circles 
crowning our heads, But 
a layer of air around our 
entire body outline that 
shows up on filmasahalo 
The halo is 1 to 2 cen- 
timeters thick, It is 
loaded with contamina- 
tion, reports the Tuber- 
culosis and Health As- 
sociation of San Bernar- 
dino County, 

Just detected by re- 
searchers using special 
film techniques, the halo 
is warmer and denser 
than the surrounding air, 
It contains 30 per cent 
to 400 per cent more 
microscopic organisms, 
Taking a shower in- 
creases the number of 
organisms in the bath- 
room air for as long as 
an hour, 


The air layer is in 
constant upward motion, 
Starting at the feet and 
floating toward the head, 
Scales from the outer skin 


get Caught up in the flow, 
And organisms such as 
Staphylococci are known 
to be carried on these 
fragments, 

Some of this boundary 
layer, filled with bac- 
teria, is inhaled each time 
we breathe, In fact, Brit- 
ish scientists at the Na- 
tional Institute for Medi- 
cal Research and the City 
University of London Say, 
“Since some of this thin 
layer is inhaled, it may 
be one of the missing links 
in the natural history of 
airborne infection,” 

The halo phenomenon, 
the researchers Say, 
might prove to be the 
connecting link between 
skin diseases such as 
childhood eczema and the 
asthmatic attacks that of- 
ten follow the eruptions, 

The full implications of 
our human halos are not 
yet apparent, They may 
be one piece in the puz- 
zle of disease. To find 
out more clues to the 
puzzle of respiratory in- 
fection, contact your lo- 
cal tuberculosis and res- 
piratory disease associa- 
tion,
